Mr, Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


! I present my Report upon matters affecting the Public 
Health of the District, for the year 1958, Full details are 
given in the body of the Report. The main items, however, 
may be summarised as follows :- 


Population. 
There was a further slight drop in the population, which has 
decreased since 1954 to the extent of 128. 


Births 
The Birth Rate decreased over the preceding year and is a low 
rate in comparison with the National Rate, 

There was an unusual number of Stillbirths during the year, 
Biving a high Stillbirth Rate, 

There was only 1 Illegitimate Birth resulting in a low 
Illegitimate Birth Rate, 


Deaths 

There was a reduction in the General Death Rate over the preceding 
year, The Rate, however, is still considerably higher than the 
National Rate, There was a high proportion of deaths due to 
Disease of the Heart and Circulatory System (62%). 

The number of Cancer deaths increased somewhat. A study of 
the ten years period, however, gives no indication of any general 
increase in Cancer, 

There was only one Infant Death giving a low Infant Mortality 
Rate. There was also only one accidental death. 


infectious Diseases 
There was a low incidence of Infectious Disease during the year, 
With the raising of hygienic standards, modern therapy and 
immunisations, serious infection has been controlled, Reference 
is made to the various vaccinations and immunisations in the 
body of the Report. 

There has been no Diphtheria recorded over the past 12 years, 
and no Poliomyelitis over the past 4 years, 

Since the Paratyphoid epidemic in 1952, the District has 
been clear of Enteric infection, 3 

There is a definite decrease in the incidence of fresh 
Pulmonary Tuberculosis and there have been no deaths for the 
past 4. years, 

There have been no cases or deaths from Non-—Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis for several years, 


General Sanitation and Hygiene 
The potential danger to public health, of the disposal of crude 


Sewage in the foreshore, must again be reiterated. Full treatment 
of the sewage would be desirable, but at least partial treatment 
is required for reasonable safety. 

This is the only major sanitary problem at present in the 
District,

Vaccination against Poliomyelitis

GENERAL HYGIENE AND SANITATION 


Refuse Disposal 


Household refuse is collected once a week from all premises 
in the area. In addition, trade refuse is collected once a 
week, A nominal charge is made by the traders for this service, 

Refuse is disposed of by tipping on land adjacent to the 
Wern Road, Goodwick, Spoil from the Goodwick Brickworks is 
taken to the tip as it becomes available and used as a surface 
dressing, 


Sewage Disposal 


The majority of premises in Fishguard and Goodwick are 
connected to the sewer system. 

There is no provision for the treatment, and sewage disposal 
is by discharging the crude sewage into the sea. 

There are three sewer outfalls, as follows :- 


1. Goodwick Harbour. 
2. Ogof Martha, Fishguard. 
3. Lower Fishguard. 


This means of disposing of crude sewage is a potential 
danger which does not appear to receive the serious consideration 
called for, 


Rodent Control 


Disinfestation is carried out by a part-time Operator, 
moran the year, two treatments of the sewer were carried 
OUte 
The baits used for sewer treatment were Sausage Rusk and 
Bread Mash, 
The poisons used were Arsenic and Zinc Phosphide. 
Business premises and dwellings are treated by the use of 
Warfarin with Oatmeal bait base. 
During the year, 25 infestations were dealt with at private 
dwellings. 
No disinfestations were carried out at business premises, 
The Refuse Tip and open spaces are periodically treated.

There are three all purpose conveniences in the District 
Situated at := 


The Market Square, Fishguard 
Quay Road, Goodwick 
The Promenade, Goodwick. 


There are no facilities at Lower Fishguard, 


Disinfection and Disinfestation 


Disinfection of premises is carried out after termination 
of Infectious Disease or the removal of the patient to hospital. 
Where necessary a free supply of disinfectant is issued to the 
householder. 

During the year, three premises were disinfected,

Mortuaries 


There is one small mortuary situated in Goodwick which 
serves the whole area, 
There is provision for the reception of one corpse only. 
There are no facilities for Post Mortem examinations. 
There is a cold water supply. Disinfectants, soap and 
towels are provided, 
This mortuary is only used for the reception of a corpse 
in an emergency.
